X-Ray and Forecast 


OPULAR PRESS AND RADIO REPORTS tend to picture the 

continuing violence in Hungary and the disturbances in Poland and 
elsewhere as evidence that Russia is more dangerous to American security 
than ever —that a Soviet assault upon this country should be looked 
upon as inevitable if not imminent. (The present efforts to revive and 
enlarge the civil defense program is based upon this hypothesis.) A study 
of the facts, free from sensationalism and political--military extremism, 
reveal, however, that just the opposite is true. 

THE SOVIET IRON MONSTER is in distress because it can 
find no way to focus its power on the forces that now undermine its 
strength. The Hungarian freedom armies dissolved under Russian attack 
into countless pockets of resistance, and are now using the same harassing 
blood-draining tactics taught and used by Communists for revolutionary 
warfare. Then tanks cannot compel hundreds of thousands of workers to 
turn out a good day’s work. And without production, Hungary is a 
drain on the Soviet economy. 

Hungarian and Polish youth have sparked the anti-Communist 
uprisings; the youth have likewise become rebellious in Russia. This is 
far reaching for, as we have pointed out previously, it is upon this youth 
that the Communists have lavished their most fervent efforts to create 
the “first complete Marxist generation.” Classes in Moscow University 
hissed and booed their professors when they attempted to justify the 
Soviet brutality in Hungary. (N. Y. Herald Tribune, Dec. 4.) These dis- 
turbances became so acute that Khrushchev was compelled to appear per- 
sonally before the students to cajole and threaten. But will that be enough? 

THE GREATEST THREAT to Soviet power is the startling dis- 
covery that the ten years and billions of rubles spent in building up the 
satellite armies have produced not allies but enemies! This is a staggering 
blow to the Kremlin. The Soviet-trained Hungarian army deserted al- 
most en bloc to the “freedom fighters.” The Soviet has consequently dis- 
armed the puppet forces of Bulgaria and Rumania. The 25 divisions they 
have created in Poland constitute a time bomb. Add to the disillusion- 
ment over the unreliability of the satellite army the widespread defections 
among Russian troops to the cause of Hungarian freedom — a disintegra- 
tion of the Russian Army that has continued through November and 
December — and we glimpse the irreparable damage the Soviet state 
has suffered. 

WHAT ABOUT THE WARNINGS that the Kremlin masters may 
go to war as a way out of their present difficulties? Would not the re- 
quirements of war enable the dictators to reinforce iron discipline? But 
tyrants have resorted to such extreme measures only when supported by 
a loyal and disciplined army which is the one foundation of a tyrant’s 
power. Without such support the tyrant can only move defensively. Stalin 
knew this and did all possible to prevent and delay the Nazi invasion. 
When it came, Russian troops did desert to the Germans in large numbers 
— one entire army, generals and all, defecting. 

The fear that Russia is now more dangerous than ever has been 
further enlarged through the emotions aroused by the heroic suffering of 
the Hungarian peoples. The exhibition of Russian brutality alongside the 
vivid display of Hungarian courage has naturally stirred American emo- 
tions. Furthermore, Democratic politicians have attempted to blame the 


Eisenhower Administration for inspiring rebellion among the satellite

Aid to Whom? 

Official foreign observers and 
Americans who have _ travelled 
abroad lately comment upon the 
building boom to be seen in almost 
every foreign city, not only in Eu- 
rope, but in such remote centers as 
Djakarta, Karachi, Tehran, Bang- 
kok, Rangoon, Manila. But there is 
something very deceptive about this 
building boom which seldom 
reaches the traveler’s eye. A rapid 
expansion of these cities in many 
instances is due to the influx of 
American military dollars. From 
Tokyo to Istambul there are scores 
of communities where American 
military missions have been estab- 
lished and where millions of dollars 
have been spent on new air bases, 
training fields, new naval harbor 
facilities, etc. An_ incalculable 
amount of graft and corruption ac- 
companies such activity in many 
instances. 

American military officials sel- 
dom speak the local language, are 
usually entirely unfamiliar with its 
local customs and the economic his- 
tory of the community. They are 
told to build a jet runway, a supply 
depot, a naval fuel base, and a spe- 
cific sum is allocated for the proj- 
ect. Congressional investigations of 
such activities have shown little con- 
cern for economy in military plan- 
ning ranks, the motto being “get 
the job done.” These officials, en- 
tirely unfamiliar with the economies 
of societies where labor earns 30¢ 
a day and a skilled craftsman cap 
be hired for less than a dollar a 
day, spend the American taxpayers’ 
money with much the same outlook 
as they would in Maryland or Mon- 
tana. Local contractors soon man- 
age to ingratiate themselves with 
the Americans through the many 
favors they can offer to officers who 
are far from home and who soon 
become totally dependent upon the 
local contacts they have made.

installations that would cost twenty 
million dollars in Maine or Mis- 
souri, but which could be built for 
ten million or less in Bangkok or 
Karachi. As a result, the contractor 
and dozens of sub-contractors make 
enormous profits in a short time and 
start building on the side, out of the 
proceeds — hotels, business blocks 
and elaborate homes for themselves. 
This windfall prosperity is superim- 
posed upon the natural boom that 
results from the large-scale purchas- 
ing by the American missions. 

Cynicism among the impover- 
ished native peoples, who are not in 
on the golden flow of American dol- 
lars but who are aware of the fan- 
tastic corruption, thoroughly under- 
mines the very security these mili- 
tary expenditures are supposed to 
create. The traveler, who whirls 
through these bright shining new 
streets with the new hotels, office 
buildings, garages and out through 
the suburbs with block after block 
of spanking new residences, usually 
pays little attention to the un- 
changed conditions of the crowded 
back streets in the old parts of the 
cities. But that’s where the Com- 
munist agents find it easier than 
ever to get a hearing. Here the mil- 
lions continue to live in squalor and 
poverty, with bitterness and cyni- 
cism more vocal than ever. Most 
Americans (military and _ civilian 
residents as well as the average 
American traveler) seem to exist in 
a self-enclosed capsule, seeing little, 
hearing nothing that does not fit 
into favored concepts. 


Communist literature now en- 
tering these areas (and the editor of 
Between The Lines recently picked 
up many samples) reveals that the 
Reds are not unaware of the oppor- 
tunity that will soon be spread be- 
fore them when the boom is over 
and the new-rich are living on their 
fat and the millions are more des- 
perate and hungry than before. One 
newly printed Communist circular 
says, “Even your national army is 
now fattening up in the trough with 
the corrupt contractors, foreign cor- 
porations and other grafters who 
have made your country an impe- 
rialist outpost for the exploitation 
of the masses. But when the foreign 
money quits coming — as soon it 
will — your national army will be 
the first to go hungry while the 
grafters, corrupt contractors and 
bankers will still be feeding off their 
private swills. When your army be- 
comes hungry and ragged, then 
they will be on your side again, and 
their guns can be turned to destroy 
the grafters and corrupt forces who 
have littered your country. Workers 
and peasants! Plan and work for the 
day when you may regain for your- 
self and for your children the re- 
sources of your society.”

peoples without being prepared to support such uprisings. Then American 
citizens of Hungary and Polish descent, and refugees from the Baltic 
states, have written angry letters to the White House, to congressmen and 
to the newspapers charging our leaders with betrayal in not rushing in to 
support the brave resistance fighters. 

THESE FERVENT SENTIMENTS AND EMOTIONS should be 
understood with much sympathy. But should they be permitted to lead 
us blindly to the brink of an atomic war in which tens of millions of 
Americans would perish in a few days? Few seem to realize that the tacti- 
cal situation relative to Hungary and the West would mean just this. As 
pointed out in these columns previously, a glance at the map of Eastern 
Europe reveals that the defensive zone of satellite states would be split in 
half if Hungary became anti-Communist and made an alliance with the 
West, as would have been inevitable. Military science being what it is, 
by the very tactics taught at West Point, Russia would be compelled to 
use every resource to prevent this. Moscow was willing for Hungary to 
become an independent Communist state, but could not tolerate risking 
an Hungarian alliance with the West. It is this harsh and heart-rending 
fact which has guided the Eisenhower strategy. While giving all possible 
humanitarian aid to the Hungarian people, we have been compelled to 
abstain from a military association with the Hungarian freedom fighters, 
though our sympathy and prayers have been with them. In the meantime, 
our leaders have been doing all possible to promote the inner weaknesses 
of the Soviet system as the one way to dissolve the Communist menace 
and free the enslaved peoples, without engulfing all mankind in a bloody 
holocaust. The Administration’s suggestion that we pull our troops out 
of Germany, if the Russian armed forces are withdrawn from the satellite 
states, is an imaginative and constructive proposal. It provides a way for 
Germany to become united and remain neutral; it would transform the 
Communist satellite system into a voluntary alliance. This friendly and 
Christian approach keeps coals afire upon the Kremlin’s head. Eisen- 
hower’s reapproachment to Nehru and Tito add to the pressures that 
afflict Moscow. We are witnessing how goodwill and faith can outweigh 
tanks and bombs, even those of the megaton variety. 

“NOT BY MIGHT nor by power, but by my spirit, sayeth the 
Lord.” God’s spirit can undermine the citadels of tyranny and prejudice, 
crumbling the cutting edges of hate and military despotism as the breath 
of the sea silently erodes the surface of the hardest steel. 


OD’S SPIRIT is also working at home. The White Citizens’ Council, 

which is the old Ku Klux Klan with sheets freshly laundered, in- 
creasingly drifts into violence while disclaiming violence. Negroes, singled 
out for persecution, continue to walk through the white gauntlets with 
dignity and without recrimination; armed troops called out to keep the 
peace have had to protect handfuls of Negro children from white adults; 
“white supremacy” advocates ganged up to beat a white Baptist pastor who 
walked to school with some Negro children. Through all this, millions of 
undecided citizens have seen the face of racism unmasked and have 
grasped something of the native courage and integrity of the most lowly 
members of the human race. The little clusters of Negro children moving 
on without a sound, though their eyes are ringed with fear — the Negro 
parents pelted with garbage — the bruised white pastor — these have al- 
ready won the fight. They have awakened afresh the sense of justice and 
deep human kinship that alone can solve the problem. They have taught 
us that keeping the educated able law-abiding Negro “down” will not 
cure the shiftlessness, irresponsibility and lawlessness of either whites 
or blacks. 


NTO THE FUTURE: Temperatures of a million degrees and higher 

have been produced in test laboratories. This brief statement issued by 
nuclear scientists on Dec. 4 may be the most important since news of the 
first atomic explosion over eleven years ago. 

HYDROGEN IS THE MOST ABUNDANT SOURCE OF EN- 
ERGY in the universe. It is the fuel of the sun. But this fuel is not acti- 
vated except at extremely high temperatures — heat that was inconceiv- 
able in terms of man’s ability before the first atomic test. The first hydro- 
gen bomb was made possible by the temperatures created through the 
fission of plutonium which triggered the fusion of hydrogen materials — 
heavy hydrogen or deuterium. To produce laboratory temperatures of a 
million degrees or more means that high temperatures, approaching that 
needed to fusion hydrogen materials,have been created under controllable 
conditions. Such action can, and someday will, release the titanic power 
of the hydrogen bomb — slowed-down and made available for con- 
structive purposes. 

THE NEXT MAJOR PROBLEM is to create or discover a sub- 
stance that can contain such temperatures, a substance that can insulate

the walls of the reactor that must hold this heat and power. There is 
nothing now available that will not disintegrate if exposed to such 
temperatures. But scientists are confident that this— along with many 
other problems — can be solved in the years ahead, probably much soon- 
er than now believed. Economic tensions will be greatly lessened all over 
the world when hydrogen fuel becomes a reality. Heavy hydrogen can 
be extracted most readily from ocean water. (Remember when you made 
hydrogen in the high school chemistry class by passing an electric cur- 
rent through water?) Scientists are now able to make hydrogen fuel in 
the laboratory for approximately $130 per pound with the expectation 
that this can be reduced to $25 per pound in industrial quantities. One 
pound of heavy hydrogen is equal to approximately $12,000 worth of oil 
or coal in heat and energy value. (Bulletin of Atomic Scientists, May, 
1956). Power and energy unlimited will someday be in man’s hands. What 
will he do with it? For one thing the tensions now swirling so danger- 
ously about the immense oil deposits of the Near East will be incalcula- 
bly lessened when man is able to build, wherever he desires, reactors that 
can create fuel and energy in unlimited quantities from ocean water. 
GOD HAS BEEN WORKING also in this hydrogen development. 
Remember how Robert Oppenheimer brought down upon himself the 
wrath of official Washington because he did not believe we should make 
hydrogen into a military force? It is now known that the greatest atomic 
scientist in Russia— and the world’s leading authority on hydrogen, 
Peter Kapitza — also refused to work on the hydrogen bomb project on 
“moral grounds,” and was arrested by Stalin and kept a prisoner under 
house arrest. Thus when “Christian” America and “godless” Russia 
entered the era when man twisted flaming hydrogen from the sun to 
fashion into weapons of self-destruction, the leading scientists in beth 
worlds refused to take part in the experiment on moral grounds. When 
Stalin died, Kapitza was released. Though he has resumed his research 
activities, he is no longer associated with weapons development. 


TANDING BEFORE ALL THIS is the fact that for the first time in 
history a genuine International Police force is in operation, patroling 
an area in the Near East where a few weeks ago tanks and jets were 
spitting fire and death, bombs and rockets blasting villages and cities. The 
armies that were clawing at each other around Suez have largely with- 
drawn and the United Nations armed force now marches through the 
cooling embers. 
THIS IS THE FIRST GENUINE INTERNATIONAL POLICE 
FORCE in history because it is the instrument of many nations at peace

. . . Colombian country people, if 
you truly love Colombia, despise 
Protestant doctrines.” 


Truth and Deception 

Newspapers and news weeklies 
have recently featured reports about 
the effect, ten years laater, of the 
atomic bomb explosions upon the 
people of Nagasaki and Hiroshima. 
Two American geneticists have 
been examining all the babies born 
in the two Japanese cities since 
1946, keeping records on health, 
sex ratios, frequency of congenital 
malformations and other evidences 
of damage to the descendants of 
those who were in the bombed cit- 
ies. The reports as presented in the 
American press implied that little 
radiation damage had been suffer- 
ed, that the geneticists saw no dan- 
ger in the H-bomb tests. 

But, tucked away in the last 
paragraphs of these reports, as if in 
a final backhanded salute to hon- 
estvy, are such statements as, “The 
scientist said however that there is 
a strong possibility that damaged 
genes might not appear until the 
second or third generation or even 
later.” Leading geneticists have re- 
peatedly warned that little can be 
ascertained in such studies until 
many generations have passed. 
Some children born to parents who 
suffered heavy doses of radiation 
might not show the ill effects of 
radiation poison until they were 
fully mature and then the damage 
might be slight. Geneticists are con- 
vinced that in such instances the 
damage would reappear in later 
generations in devastating forms. 


Negro Leadership 

The largest and most representa- 
tive gathering of Negro citizens in 
America recently met at the 76th 
annual meeting of the National 
Baptist Convention U. S. A. Fif- 
teen thousand delegates met in 
Denver at the very time that 
tensions over integration in the 
public schools were at a high peak; 
hence this great throng, drawn 
from communities in both North 
and South. represented a_ signifi- 
cant force in the life of Amer- 
ica. Although the newspapers and 
radio largely ignored this gather- 
ing, what was done and said by 
these Negro leaders will prove 
prophetic in the months ahead. 

For instance, the feeling was 
unanimous that “gradualism” in 
integration should be cast aside 
for “action now.” There was no 
tendency to “let things slide” until 
tensions subside. But Christian 
love, rather than vio'ence, was still 
the predominant note. There were 
a few, especially among delegates 
from the Deep South, who did urge 
that the Convention’s influence be 
used to provide time for white 
communities to adjust to the so- 
cial crises which desegregation 
often creates. These suggestions 
were brushed aside in the convic- 
tion that such a pause would be 
used by white communities to re- 
build resistance to integration and 
to heighten present prejudices. 

“We must continue our advance 
against the bulwarks of racial 
prejudice and discrimination. But 
we must do it with love and good 
will If we are to suffer, 
then we will teach the white 
people how to suffer for one’s faith 
without recrimination, without ha- 
tred and without violence.” Thou- 
sands of Negro pulpits are now 
echoing these sentiments. The out- 
standing figure of the Convention 
was Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
pastor from Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, who initiated the Negro boy- 
cott of city buses in his city. 

THE DILEMMA: A group of 
Northern newspaper editors, who 
recently toured the South on the 
invitation of Southern communi- 
ties. returned with the impression 
that the nation’s racial problem 
constituted an ever-deepening di- 
lemma which would never be 
solved until the white communi- 
ties made a complete reapproach- 
ment to the problem. 

After studying closely the racial 
tensions in Mississippi and other 
Deep South states, the editors ob- 
served — as this newsletter has fre- 
quently noted in the past — that it 
is the educated Negroes who are 
demanding an end to segregation 
and other fulfillments of full citi- 
zenship. The South is fighting in- 
tegration by improving Negro

defense, as were the forces of the U. S. and the UN in Korea. Despite 
our many claims to the contrary, the U. S.-UN armies in Korea were 
fused into America’s military policy and thus only barely represented the 
will of the other nations although they may have contributed “token” 
regiments to the Korea effort. In the UN Near East police force there 
are no representatives from those nations that are directly involved in the 
East-West tensions or in conflict in the Near East. There are no units 
from the U. S., or from Russia, Britain, France, Egypt, Israel or from 
their immediate allies. For the first time a force is gathering that repre- 
sents the uncommitted neutral nations who have formed no alliance with 
either warring division on the earth. This is really something new and 
promising, and is the only firm and sound foundation for an international 
police power that can stop war by curbing the right of individual nations 
to make war against neighbors. 

POINT OF NO RETURN: Behind this are other factors that grow 
in importance every day: we are rapidly approaching the time (1) when 
high-speed Intercontinental Guided Missiles will be a reality; (2) when the 
relationship between great nations and small nations will be changed be- 
cause One small nation with either a few jets and some atomic bombs, or 
a few atomic guided missiles, can issue an ultimatum as loaded with dis- 
aster as that from a great nation. When we realize that one hydrogen bomb 
would utterly demolish Israel or Egypt, that one or two would completely 
destroy England or France, that only five to ten hydrogen bombs would 
blast the heart out of Russia or the U. S. as functioning organized states 
— then we gain a new perspective on the age we are entering. 

According to recent defense studies, one hydrogen bomb could 
smash and poison the entire New York-Philadelphia area; a second could 
obliterate the whole Chicago and Northern Indiana industrial community; 
a third could demolish the Baltimore, Washington and the Wilmington 
government and industrial complex. One more for Los Angeles, and a 
dozen smaller plutonium missiles could take care of the other major cen- 
ters. Moreover, every month the method by which such attacks may be 
launched becomes more instantaneous, easier to hide, more difficult to 
intercept. The creation of these weapons has been extremely costly and 
difficult, but once they have been made, like the modern airplane or 
motor car, they will become standard and adaptable. 


Heretofore only a major power could issue ultimatums. Soon, any 
small nation, any little dictator, will be able to do so. With many nations 
building atomic reactors, and the mastery of hydrogen fusion drawing 
closer, the day of universal atomic power for war or peace becomes a 
crowding reality. (See Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, Sept. and 
Oct., 1956.) 


The new power balance between nations jarred the world when 
it was first rumored that Britain might issue an ultimatum to President 
Nasser, demanding that he surrender or they would drop an atom bomb 
on Cairo. For then came the shuddering retort that Moscow had prom- 
ised to supply Nasser with atom bombs—and men who could use them— 
if the British did issue such an ultimatum. (Remember that the British- 
French attack on Suez suddenly came to a standstill and Eden spent 
strained sleepless days and nights in London, as Eisenhower cried halt 
and demanded that all make way for the intervention of the UN?) These 
were doubtless only rumors, although it will be recalled that U. S. lead- 
ers talked openly about atom-bombing Red China and Indochina. But 
such threats are tokens of the realities of the new age. As man’s power 
increases, his interdependency for survival increases. 


HE NEXT MAJOR POLITICAL DEVELOPMENT will be a new 
appraisal of the relationship of this country to the peoples of India 
and China. We cannot build peace in the world and ignore half the 
world’s population — which is what the populations of India and China 
represent. American politicians still do most of their thinking as if the 
world were flat— that it had a top side only, full of white folks. The 
Suez crisis has shaken this archaic viewpoint which still afflicts the South- 
ern plantation Democrats and the isolationist-conservative GOP leaders. 
NEHRU’S VISIT TO THE U. S. was not a case of his seeking 
aid and support from Eisenhower, as falsely pictured by the isolationist- 
conservative voices of our press and radio. Eisenhower has been stirring 
up things all over Washington on the need for a complete rebuilding of 
our relationship to India and China. Trying to influence affairs in Asia by 
ignoring India and dealing only with Chiang Kai-shek in Formosa is like 
trying to steer a running horse by holding its tail. 
President Eisenhower’s reapproachment to Nehru and India will 
be history-making. A reapproachment to Red China is also in the making.
